WASHINGTON ^ -P ro sp ects 
fo r

v ent a natio nwide rail strike w'ere 
clo udy to day . A bill pro v iding fo r 
binding arbitratio n o f the dispute 
o v er mass jo b cuts pro mptly ran 
into o ppo sitio n fro m labo r. 


The bill, appro v ed by the Senate 
Co mmerce Co mmittee Friday , was 
deno unced by the presidents o f the 
fiv e o perating unio ns inv o lv ed in 
the fo ur-y ear-o ld wo rk rules dis­ 
pute as “ co mpulso ry arbitratio n, 
and in v io latio n o f all tenets o f 
free co llectiv e bargaining.” 


A spo kesman fo r the carriers said 
they wo uld hav e no immediate co m­ 
ment.

Miners’ Plig ht Reca lls 
Cherry Mine Disa ster 


CHERRY, 111. LB - The plight o f, 
three miners trapped since Au g. 13 
in a coal mine near Hazleton, Pa., 
stirred recollections talay of the al­ 
most miracu lou s escape of 20 Cherry 
miners in a similar situ ation more 
than 50 y ears ago. 
Th*’ lu cky 20 escaped after eight 
day s’ entombment. Bu t 259 of their 
fellow 
workers died 
in Illinois’ 
worst coal mine disaster. 
The su rv iv ors, once giv en u p as 
dead, liv ed on bark ripped from pine 
post shorings and bits of leather tom 
from their belts. They moistened their 
lips with seepage from the mine 
walls, their only sou rce of water du r­ 
ing the gru eling ordeal. 


Escape of the 20 was a mine mir­ 
acle that was not repeated u ntil 49 
y ears later at Springhill, Nov a Sco­ 
tia. There, in 1958, sev en miners were 
rescu ed eight day s after a cav ein at 
the Cu mberland No. 2 mine claimed 
74 liv es. 


Cherry , in north central Illinois, 
was a thriv ing commu nity of more 
than 2.000 popu lation on Nov . 13, 
1909. when disaster stru ck. Now, Its 
popu lation has dwindled to arou nd 
5 00. 


Some 500 miners were working on 


two lev els of the St. Pau l Coal Co., 
mine on that fatefu l day w'hen six 
hales of hay being transported to 50 


mu les stabled at the lower lev el were 
accidentally set afire. 


there were reports of du ll thu dding 
sou nds from below. 
Officials ordered the mine re­ 
opened. Rescu ers combed the mine 
for three day s recov ering bodies hu t 
finding no signs of life. 


Then, on Satu rday afternoon, eight 
clay s after the disaster, eight miners 
stu mbled from a passageway .

Among the toughest gem materials in the 
world are the two stones we call jade. The least 
rare is Nephrite, which is a semi-transparent 
mineral of a "spinach green" hue, although it 
also occurs iii grey , brown or lav ender. The main 
source of supply for Nephrite is China, Siberia, 
New Zealand, Wy oming and Alaska. 
The best quality jade comes from the min­ 
eral J adeite. This is a semi-translucent stone 
found in white, green, and white with spots of 
green. Grey and tones of lav ender are less com­ 
mon. The green of J adeite may be likened to 
that of an emerald, and it is this shade that is 
often called "Imperial J ade.” Tzu Hsi, the last 
Empress of China, v alued jade so highly that 
she rejected an impressiv e diamond tiara offered 
by a fav or-seeker, but welcomed a v isitor whose 
gift was a small, but ex quisite article made of 
deep green "Imperial” jade. 
In the roy al household of China, jade was 
pari of ev ery day life. Besides wearing numer­ 
ous jade bracelets and rings, the Empress used 
three inch long jade fingernail protectors, ate 
with jade chopsticks, and drank tea from carv ed 
jade cups on gold saucers. 
Long before jade 
was used for ornament or jewelry purnoses, pre­ 
historic people fashioned tools of jade (due to 
the stone’s toughness), carv ed box es and bottles 
of jade for use as containers, and ate with jade 
implements. Howev er, it was the Chinese who 
perfected the elaborate carv ings, and intricate 
designs that are still so appreciated by jade art 
connoisseurs today . 
J ade is still as highly regarded now as it was 
centuries ago. It is indicativ e of its inherent 
beauty and durability that many of the pieces 
seen today are relics of ancient dy nasties. An­

Why this should he so when coins are fit for circulation for about 
a quarter-ccntury has been spelled out by Miss Ev a Adams, director 
of the Mint, before a House committee considering a bill which would 
authorize more buildings and equipment for the v arious mints. Some

# Our population Is soaring, and there are more pockets to fill 


with change. 
# Coin-gobbling dev ices are growing in number and v ariety . As 
they do. demand for change in v arious combinations is growing. While 
the machines don't destroy the coins, they do hoard them In their coin 
box es, sometimes for many day s, and Urns keep change out of circu­ 


lation. 
# In placrs such as school cafeterias where there just Isnt 
Nine to make change, patrons are required to bring ex act change, 
usually In odd amounts, and that means families store more change 


at home, 
# Some eight million coin collectors put a dent in the small 


money supply . 
# Cost of many Hems require use of a multiple number of small 


coins. 
Which leav es the situation right where it began: 
"Who has change for a huck?” 


STRAP ON VOl R ARMOR 
It Is ironic that the glowing use of seat belts in automobiles is 
resulting In an Increase in the number of traffic accident stories with 


headlines like: 
"Three Killed in Car Crash; Had Belts But Didn t Wear Them.” 


Or: 
"Forgot to Buckle Belt, Crash Victim Sa y s.” 
Sometimes Ifs a ea se of fatal forgetfulness. Other times, It is 
willful disregard of this simple safety precaution. The result Is the 
sa m e in either ca se. And in either ea se, the ty pe of thinking that lets 
people either neglect or ignore seat belts is paradox ical.

But for 
nome unex plained reason the teachings of phy sics hav e nev er been un- 
derstood bv the motorist; so rather than ‘strap on’ the v ehicle and take 
adv antage of Its protectiv e armor in a crash, the motorist dashes 
him self v iolently to pieces against its inferior! This makes no sense 
a t all, but ll Is still slandard practice after 50 y ea rs of automotiv e 


accident history .”

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Primitiv e lo o king it may be, but if 
y o u had the task o f running mo ther’s 
washingto n machine, by hand po wer, 
it was a great bo o n. 
This apparatus was patented by 
Dav id E. Spider, Van Orin, in the 
early 19 0 0 s in bo th the United States 
and Canada as “ the first po wer trans­ 
missio n apparatus fo r washing ma­ 
chines.” 
So lder manufactured the apparatus 
in a Dementto wn fo undry fro m 19 0 7 
to 19 10 . 
Taking its po wer fro m a statio nary 
gaso line engine, a belt transmitted 
the po wer to a shaft which turned 
the gears to agitate the water in the 
washer when the clutch was thro wn. 
The po wer was also av ailable fo r 
the clo thes wringer. 
So lder died in 19 19 , after he had re­ 
turned to Van Orin. 
Mo st o f the machines were so ld in 
the lo cal area as Selder apparently 
did no t build up a natio nwide sales 
distributio n sy stem. 
At o ne time a majo r washing ma­ 
chine manufacturer wanted to buy his 
patent rights, but Selder declined. 
The machine sho p in Van Orin 
which he o perated was the scene o f 
ano ther inv entio n which was pat­ 
ented, a “ no v el dev ice fo r transmit­ 
ting po wer to the ro tary bo dy o f a 
butter chum.” 
Patented in 19 10 , the dev ice—what 
might he called in mo dem termino lo ­ 
gy a po wer take-o ff fo r a butter 
churn—was designed to sav e ho urs 
o f “ elbo w grease’’ and do a better 
jo b churning the butter. 
The fact that it was inv ented abo ut 
5 0 y ears ago and also that no t many 
under the age o f 3 5 hav e seen a but­ 
ter chum o perated, rev eals the fact 
that the inv entio n had almo st o utliv ed 
it usefulness by the time it was in­ 
v ented. 
These two parts o f Dix o n histo ry 
perhaps bring back memo ries fo r 
many readers.
